Baltimore, will pub¬ 
lish, August 10, “ World-Crisis in China, 
1900,” a short account of the various upris¬ 
ings and wars in the Chinese Empire, includ¬ 
ing the present war with the Boxers, by 
Allen S. Will of the Baltimore Sun. 

Cassell & Co., Limited, will publish short¬ 
ly “Life and Times of Queen Victoria,” 
the last written work of Mrs. Oliphant, sup¬ 
plemented by Robert Wilson. The biogra¬ 
phy will be issued in twenty-nine weekly 
parts, six of which are now ready. Sub¬ 
scribers for the set will receive a Rembrandt 
photograph of the queen, 17 x 12 inches. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have a book of 
great interest in Dr. Doyle’s “The Shadow of 


Quong Lung,” which deals with the Chinese 
in San Francisco, but forms a fine character 
picture of the Chinese in Pekin as well as here. 
The tenth edition of Abbey’s “ Instruction in 
Photography ” will be enriched by a fuller 
treatment of the subject of lenses, by additions 
to the theoretical side of photography and by 
the inclusion of such subjects as photo-black 
work and three-color printing. 

Harper & Brothers have just ready “ From 
India to the Planet Mars,” by Theodore 
Flournoy, professor of psychology in the Uni¬ 
versity of Genoa, an account of the experi¬ 
ments with the Geneva “medium,” Helen 
Smith, who in her trances lives the dual ex¬ 
istence of an Indian princess and of an in¬ 
habitant of the planet Mars; also, “ Whilom- 
ville Stories,” in which the late Stephen 
Crane had depicted chiefly the amusing char¬ 
acteristics of little boys, which Peter Newell 
has illustrated with skill and sympathy. 
Books in press to be published in the autumn 
include “ Eleanor,” in two volumes, by Mrs. 
Humphry Ward; “The Mantle of Elijah,” by 
Israel Zangwill; “A Bicycle of Cathay,” by 
Frank R. Stockton; “ The Roggie and Reg¬ 
gie Stories,” by Gertrude Smith; and new 
illustrated editions of “ Lorna Doonc ” and 
of “ She Stoops to Conquer,” the latter with 
illustrations by E. A. Abbey. 

D. Appleton & Co. will publish in August 
and the early autumn a number of books of an 
especially popular educational character that 
will worthily characterize the close of the 
nineteenth century. Among them we may 
mention, as of interest to the general reader 
and student, a popular book on “Elementary 
Physical Science,” by Professors Henderson 
and Woodhull; “Animal Life,” by President 
David Starr Jordan, of Leland Stanford, Jr. 
University, and of Prof. Vernon L. Kellogg; 
“Physical Experiments,” by Professors Wood- 
hull and M. B. Van Arsdalc; an “Elementary 
Treatise on Geology,” by Professor A. P. 
Brigham: a new work on chemistry by Pro¬ 
fessor A. V. E. Young; a Commercial Geog¬ 
raphy,” by Cyrus C. Adams; also, a study of 
“Coleridge’s Ancient Mariner,” by Dr. Pelham 
Edgar, of Victoria University. Other works 
that will be of interest to educators and stu¬ 
dents that are nearly ready arc a “Text Book 
of Astronomy,” by Professor George C. Corn- 
stock, of the University of Wisconsin; a “First 
Spanish Book,” by Professor W. S. Giesc, of 
the University of Wisconsin; a new “German 
Reader.” by Professor IT. P. Jones, of Hobart 
College; “Plant Studies,” by Dr. J. M. Coulter, 
of the University of Chicago, and a “Key to 
the Flora of the Northern United States,” by 
the same author. Another volume, “Harold’s 
Explorations,” in the Nature Study Series, bv 
J. W. Troeger, and the “Storied West Indies,” 
by F. A. Ober, are also about ready for issue. 
They have also in preparation “ A Landmark 
History of New York City,” by Albert Ul- 
mann, who in describing a scries of visits to 
the old landmarks of the city most of which 
are now marked by tablets, gives a history of 
the early settlers and their efforts to build up 
and develop the towm. bringing the narrative 
up to recent times. The work will be illus¬ 
trated with reprints of old maps and plates.

AMERICAN EDITIONS OF ROBERT BURNS’S POEMS. 

In the summer of 1896 there was held in Glasgow an extremely interesting Centennial Exhibition of Robert 
Burns’s relics, including sixty-seven American editions of his poems. The following list was prepared for the new 
edition of Dr. Robert Chambers’ “Life and Works of Burns” issued in that year, but having been, with much 
other matter of value and interest, crowded out of the concluding volume, where it was expected to appear, it is 
now presented, with numerous additions, to the readers of the Publishers’ Weekly. The New World editions of 
Burns are almost as many as the years that have passed since his birth in 1759. It is believed that with the single 
exception of Shakespeare, there have been more editions of Burns published than of any other poet who has ever lived. 
The number is estimated at almost one thousand, of which the American issues number, according to our list, one 
hundred and thirty-eight. Perhaps the largest existing private collection is that of Mr. William R. Smith, of Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., who possesses two hundred and fifty-seven editions published in Great Britain and the United States. 
For the first, or Kilmarnock edition of 1786, in the original paper cover and uncut, the extraordinary price of $2860 
was paid a few years ago at an Edinburgh sale. The poet’s share of the profits of the entire edition of six hundred 
copies was less than one hundred dollars! For the first American edition of Burns, issued in Philadelphia in July, 
1788, one month in advance of the New York issue, delayed by the portrait until August, the sum of one hundred and 
fifty dollars was paid in 1896. The small iamo volume was published at seventy-five cents ! A copy ol the New 
York edition in the Hammond Sale of 1895 brought one hundred and fifteen dollars. In the catalogue of an 
American firm a copy of this issue in the original boards, entirely uncut, in morocco case, is priced at two hundred 
and eighty dollars, and was sold in 1898 for about that sum. Good copies of these two reprints of the Edinburgh edi¬ 
tion of 1787 will be sold at auction at Anderson’s in the autumn. They are more rare than the Kilmarnock edition.

THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

An American Publishers’ Association has 
at last been formed, under auspices and on 
lines which promise success. The organiz¬ 
ing meeting this week—from previous men¬ 
tion of which we had refrained at the re¬ 
quest of the promoters, pending word as to 
how general the co-operation might be— 
brought together representatives of most of 
the leading houses, and the names of the 
’* charter members,” or of those purposing to 
enroll themselves in the Association, are 
guarantee that the movement will be com¬ 
prehensive and intelligent. 

The success of the new Association will 
depend quite as much on what is not at¬ 
tempted as on what is attempted by it. There 
is every disposition on the part of its pro¬ 
moters to recognize the fact that the pub¬ 
lishers, as producers, and the booksellers, as 
distributors, together constituting the book 
trade, are simoly the intermediary between 
the author and the reader, the book-creator 
and the book-consumer. There is also, we 
believe, a disposition to recognize not only 
that flic rights and interests of these two 
classes must be fully considered and em¬ 
phasized, but that remedies for existing evils 


must be found on the lines of the laws of 
trade, and not in a mere attempt at mainten¬ 
ance of prices or restriction of discounts. 
The publishers are not, as one of the daily 
papers mistakenly said, endeavoring to protect 
themselves “ against ” the booksellers or to 
reduce the recompense of the author, or to 
increase, either nominally or practically, the 
price to the general public. There is also to 
be considered, in a large-minded spirit, and 
not one of opposition, an clement which has 
become one of the most important features of 
the distributing machinery of the book trade 
—the department store. The purpose of the 
Association is not a “ trust ” or combine ” 
against the interest of any one class, author, 
bookseller, department store, or book-buyer, 
but an honest endeavor to make the prices 
of books honest and reasonable and their 
sale, whether through the special shop or the 
department store, reasonably profitable. 

The first desideratum is that the net price, 
if that be the method adopted, should be 
based not on the present nominal price of 
books, but upon the actual selling price, al¬ 
lowing between the price to the trade and the 
price to the public a margin sufficient to 
cover the reasonable expenses of distributing 
books and a living profit to the dealer in 
them, but not large enough to invite again 
the underselling and demoralization which 
have almost done away with the “ profession 
of bookselling.” The net price, in a word, 
must be low but adequate. The English 
discount is one-sixth—but this is probably 
not sufficient to cover the actual expenses of 
distributing books, whether through the 
book shop proper or through the department 
store, in this country, and to afford any re¬ 
turn whatever to the dealer for his personal 
services and insurance for his risk. On the 
other hand, a discount exceeding 25 per cent, 
would probably not be maintained. The 
question of additional discounts for large 
quantities is a most difficult one, and while 
some jobbing or quantity allowance is proba¬ 
bly necessary it is questionable whether ad¬ 
ditional discounts above 2J/2 and 5 per cent, 
would not be a new temptation for under¬ 
selling. 

The maintenance of prices on nearly a 
score of distinctive articles, sold in most de¬ 
partment stores as well as in special shops, 
has shown that the former are not unwilling 
to co-operate in such a movement as this 
now initiated, provided they are not under¬ 
sold directly or indirectly in other quarters.. 
In other words, they seem content to give to 
their customers, on certain lines of goods, 
the lowest market price, and do not think it 
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necessary to break prices in bargain-counter 
sales of goods of this class. No trade sys¬ 
tem based on an attempt to define a “ legiti¬ 
mate ” bookseller, and rule out either the 
department store or other shops which inci¬ 
dentally sell books, can be successful, and we 
do not believe that the promoters of the new 
Association will be misled into any such 
endeavor. Moreover, any new scheme of 
prices would naturally refrain from dealing 
with the great multitude of books, such as 
standard poets, non-copyright fiction, etc., 
which are articles of manufacture rather 
than of publishing proper, although the Dent 
books have shown in England that even on 
such lines a special edition, in which the pub¬ 
lisher’s art has been applied at its best, may 
successfully be placed on the net basis. An 
essential feature of the English plan is that 
while net books will not be sold to deal¬ 
ers who do not maintain the net price, no 
such limitation is imposed upon other classes 
of books. 

The new movement should have the hearty 
co-operation of every one concerned in the 
book trade, whether as publisher or book¬ 
seller. We believe that any one house, such 
as that whose head has been honored by the 
election to the presidency of the new Asso¬ 
ciation. could carry out for itself, with suc¬ 
cess. a reasonable scheme of reform; but now 
that most of the leading houses are co-operat¬ 
ing, to that end, there ought to be no doubt 
as to success. 


For some months past there has been go¬ 
ing on among the retail booksellers, chiefly 
at the west, a movement in favor of trade 
reform, which has not been without influence 
upon, though not directly concerned in, the 
formation of the new publishers’ association. 
Interest in the general question has been 
stimulated by the visit, some weeks since, of 
a committee of booksellers from the west, 
upon publishers in the east seeking co-oper¬ 
ation in this direction. This movement 
seems to have taken somewhat unfortunate 
shape, in the hands of the promoters, under 
guise of a “Consolidated Retail Booksellers” 
incorporation, organized under the laws of 
New Jersey. There have been large claims 
made for this association but it does not seem 
to be as comprehensive or as effective as 
these claims suggest—and it is not the right 
way to go to work. A little pamphlet has 
been published by it, reiterating effectively 
the arguments made from time to time against 
the present system, or lack of system, which 
is a valuable and interesting contribution to 
trade literature. Any organization within the 


trade must, however, be on broader lines 
than those of this corporation, which seems 
originally to have been formed as, or to 
have come out from, a project to organize a 
syndicate retail trading company for dealing 
in books. 


In dealing with the question of prices and 
discounts, it is important to know with ac¬ 
curacy what is the actual normal cost of 
retailing books. This, of course, varies largely 
with local conditions and the amount of 
business done, but it is possible to obtain 
data which would throw useful light on the 
existing situation. A book store—or a de¬ 
partment store dealing in books—must cover 
three classes of expense, i.e., expense proper, 
as rent, wages, advertising, etc.; loss on dead 
stock, which, even with the best bookselling 
judgment, must be considerable; and the 
profit which gives the dealer his living. We 
shall be glad if the retail trade through The 
Publishers’ Weekly will compare notes as 
to the various elements of cost in bookselling 
under these several divisions, and we invite 
correspondence from retailers on this sub¬ 
ject. 


AN AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

Encouraged, no doubt, by the example of 
the English Publishers’ Association, of 
whose work we have made mention from 
time to time, a number of the publishers in 
New York canvassed the trade as to the pos¬ 
sibility of calling into existence a similar 
organization in this country. The result of 
tlie canvass was 'he publishing of the fol¬ 
lowing circular letter, dated New York, July 
2, 1900: 

“ It is requested that you attend a Meeting of 
Publishers, to be held in New York City, on Wednes¬ 
day, July 25th, at two o’clock, at The Aldine Club, 
Fifth Avenue and 18th Street. The objects of 
the meeting are the formation of an American 
Publishers’ Association and the consideration of a 
plan for correcting certain abuses connected with 
the sale of books.

The circular was addressed to thirty-nine 
of the leading publishing houses in the 
United States Of these all but twelve were 
present in person or by representative on the 
afternoon of the 25th inst. Four of the ab¬ 
sentees, located in Chicago, sent letters re¬ 
gretting that it was not practicable for them 
to be present, but saying that they were ready 
to become members of an association such as 
it was proposed to form. The other firms 
were unavoidably prevented from being 
present. 

Shorlv after two o’clock, Frank H. Scott. 
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of the Century Company, called the meeting 
to order. On motion, Charles Scribner was 
elected temnorary chairman and Frank H. 
Dodd, temporary secretary. 

Mr. Scribner spoke briefly and said in sub¬ 
stance that he did not think it necessary to 
dwell in detail upon the necessity of co-op¬ 
eration—that was patent to every one pres¬ 
ent. In this age of centralization, consolida¬ 
tion. and co-operation the book trade alone 
was unorganized and depending upon indi¬ 
vidual exertion to bring about reforms that 
it needed united effort to accomplish. He 
leferred to what had been done by the book 
trr.de abroad, especially by the English pub¬ 
lisher and bookseller, to eliminate abuses 
that w ? ere weakening the producer and his 
distributing agents. He felt certain that the 
book trade would prove itself equal to cope 
with a business issue, as it had by united 
effort finallv met a moral issue and carried 
through the international copyright law. 
This had removed a stigma that had rested, 
and was bound to rest, upon the trade so 
long as it depended upon individual warfare 
against the evil. Mr. Scribner explained that 
the meeting had not been called to consider 
any particular grievance, but, in the first 
place, to determine whether an association 
of the publishing trade was desired by the 
majority. When that had been determined 
proper steps might be taken in course of 
time to devise ways and means for removing 
some of the disabilities under which the 
trade was suffering. He for one was cer¬ 
tain that the time was ripe to take action 
against certain practices that held the trade 
up to the derision of common sense business 
men. What these ways and means were to 
be was for the association to decide. 

In order that the meeting might have a 
basis upon which to act Mr. Scribner re¬ 
quested Col. G. B. M. Harvey to read a 
report that had been drawm up at a pre¬ 
liminary meeting, held July 24, by Charles 
Scribner, George ‘P. Brett, and G. B. M. 
Harvey, as a Temporary Committee. The 
report outlines the purposes and organiza¬ 
tion of the proposed American Publishers’ 
Association as follows: 

“ Having been reciuested to act as a Tem¬ 
porary Committee for the purpose of out¬ 
lining suggestions tending to the formation 
of an association of publishers, we beg to 
report, as a result of our deliberations, that, 
in our judgment, such an association, prop¬ 
erly organized and conducted, would render 
a distinct service, not merely to ourselves 
as publishers, but to authors, booksellers, 
be ok purchasers, and, indeed, to every one 
who is brought into contact directly or in¬ 
directly With the publishing business. 

“ We regard our interests as identical with 
those of authors, book manufacturers, book¬ 
sellers and book buyers, and are convinced 
that association for mutual advantage can be 
made far more effective than individual ef¬ 
fort to meet such changes in conditions as 
must necessarily arise in the production and 
J- ssemination of good literature. Lack of 
such co-operation has resulted in the growth 
of abuses, which, although perhaps minor in 
cnportance, have nevertheless reached a 
point of distinct unfairness to both producer 
a n d consumer. 


“ The exact method by which these well- 
known discriminations can be properly cor¬ 
rected or modified has not yet received suf¬ 
ficient consideration to warrant a distinct 
recommendation; but we see no reason to 
doubt that such a solution can be reached, if 
cdl concerned unite upon broad lines and with 
open minds in an endeavor to work out the 
problem. 

“We, nevertheless, recognize the fact that, 
in attempting a task of so much magnitude 
ard mvolvinv so many diverse interests, it 
is essential to make haste slowly, for the rea¬ 
son that whatever is done must be necessari¬ 
ly of an experimental nature. Primarily and 
as a fundamental basis of success in all 
branches of the business the rights of all, 
but more especially of book writers and book 
buyers, must luve adequate and satisfactory 
protection. Moreover, no publisher should, 
in our judgment, be expected or requested 
to join an experimental association without 
retaining full right of withdrawing from any 
arrangement proposed, without prejudice and 
at will, after having given suitable notice, 
until the beneficent results of such associa¬ 
tion shall have become reasonably manifest. 

“We therefore recommend the following 
procedure: 

“ First—That the chairman of this meeting 
appoint a committee of three to draft articles 
of association upon the lines proposed for 
submission to each of the publishing houses 
invited to this meeting, with the understand¬ 
ing that if a majority of such firms approve 
of the articles as presented the association 
shall be formed. 

“ Second—We advise the incorporation in 
such articles of the following provisions: 

“ That the control of the association be 
vested in the charter members. 

“ That all firms originally enrolled be en¬ 
titled to become charter members. 

“ That the articles of association may pro¬ 
vide, if deemed wise, for the election of as¬ 
sociate members under such restrictions as 
may be deemed proper by the charter mem¬ 
bers. 

“That the management of the association 
be vested in a board of control of nine, com¬ 
posed of and selected by the charter mem¬ 
bers. 

“ Third—For the purpose of making as 
much progress as possible at this meeting, we 
suggest that a committee on nominations, con¬ 
sisting of three of those present, be desig¬ 
nated by the Chair, to propose to this meet¬ 
ing the names of nine members of the Board 
of Control for the first year and to propose 
members from such board to occupy for the 
same period the following positions, viz.: 
President, two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, 
and a Treasurer. 

“Fourth — We further recommend that 
such preliminary expenses as may be incurred 
in the preparation, printing and mailing of 
articles of association be borne pro rata by 
those prtsent who express a desire to have 
such articles submitted for their considera¬ 
tion. 

“ Fifth—We suggest that all present de¬ 
sirous of having such articles, when pre¬ 
pared. submitted to them now file their names 
with the Secretary, but no obligation what¬ 
soever other than the pro rata proportion of 
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preliminary expenses as above provided for 
shall rcrt upon any firm which shall not in¬ 
dicate its approval of the articles within 
thirty days after the date of submission. 

" We are well aware that these propositions 
are somewhat vague, but it has seemed to us 
that in order to produce the best results it 
is necessary, first of all, to fix a basis such 
as can be reached only through the building 
of the framework of an organization such as 
we have outlined and now respectfully sub¬ 
mit for your consideration.” 

The report was unamimously adopted and 
the following firms filed their names with the 
secretaiv:

DOES FASHION INFLUENCE THE 
FATE OF NOVELS? 

William Heinemann, one of the most en¬ 
terprising and successful of the younger gen¬ 
eration of English publishers, whose name is 
associated particularly with much of the best 
recent fiction, and who would therefore seem 
to be well qualified to deal with the question 
“ Does fashion influence the fate of novels?” 
has this to say on the subject in a recent issue 
of Literature: 

“ There is a general impression that fashion 
has much to do with the chances of a novel. 
I think it has comparatively little to do with 
it, and that the only sure guide to success is 
the consideration of freshness and novelty, 
either in subject or in treatment, or in genre. 
The only justification I have ever found for 
the assumption that fashion favors one class 
of novel to-day and a different class to-mor¬ 
row is that every striking work of literature 
or art engenders in the lazy worker the vision 
of a welcome pons asinorum, and with the 
unthinking reader a comfortable wish for 
‘ more of the same.’ But that does not mean 
that novels of two or three or more different 
sorts might not flourish and succeed simul¬ 
taneously—if only they were good enough. 
Why, during the war even, both an historical 
and an hysterical novel have simultaneously 
absorbed the attention of Mudie’s readers! 
Both have called forth followers and imita¬ 
tors; but I have yet to learn that those who 
came after profited in any considerable way. 
Their authors would have done better to 
write zvie ihnen der Schnabel gezvachsen ist, 
and it seems to me a sign of bad publishing 
as well as of uninspired authorship to believe 
that you can repeat successes.” 

“ In the novel of to-morrow,” Mr. Heine- 
mann continues, “ I would hope for excel¬ 
lence of character-drawing, absorbing interest 
of plot, breadth in covering the canvas, and 
style in painting details, the conflict of fate 
and temperament, humor and pathos, despair 
and hope—in short, the whole gamut of hu¬ 
man experience. Are these desiderata new? 
Will they ever be old? Assuredly not! No, 
I will never believe that there are fashions 
in fiction, or in any other form of imagina¬ 
tive creation. There is only one thing that 
changes and that is the standard of excel¬ 
lence.” 


DISSOLUTION OF THE NATIONAL 
WALL PAPER COMPANY. 

The dissolution of the National Wall Pa¬ 
per Company was decided upon at a meeting 
of the majority of the stockholders on the 
17th inst. The old board of directors was 
re-elected and was empowered to act as 
trustee in the dissolution proceedings. Some 
of the factories will be bought back by their 
original owners, and the others will be sold 
to the highest bidder. The company began 
business under promising conditions, but in 
a short time it was obliged to compete first 
with one large independent company and then 
with several others none of whom could be 
induced to join the National. Price cutting 
was naturally resorted to and for years there 
has been no profit in selling wall papers. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Colonel William Mason Grosvenor, a 
writer on financial and industrial topics, died 
at Englewood, N. J., July 20. He was born 
at Ashfield, Mass., April 24, 1835. He en¬ 
tered Yale with the class of ’55 but left before 
entering his senior year to become the edi¬ 
tor of The New Haven Palladium. When 
the war broke out he resigned his position 
and went to the front as Adjutant of the 
Thirteenth Connecticut Volunteer Infantry. 
In 1865 he was mustered out as Colonel of 
the Second Louisiana Regiment Native 
Guards, (colored troops,) and became editor 
of The New Haven Journal and Courier. In 
?866 he went to St. Louis to take editorial 
charge of the Democrat. In 1875 he came to 
New York and joined the editorial staff of 
The New York Tribune. He wrote “Does 
Protection Protect,” which had an extended 
circulation; also, “American Securities,” a 
standard work on New England manufactur¬ 
ing stocks. He wrote the financial review 
for Dun’s Mercantile Agency, and furnished 
a quantity of matter for it on the night be¬ 
fore he died, although his illness had pre¬ 
vented him from coming to the city for sev¬ 
eral months. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Frank B. Sanborn, of Concord, Mass., is 
at work on a new volume dealing with John 
Brown’s companions. 

Edwin Markham has nearly completed his 
second volume of poems which will be pub¬ 
lished in the fall by Doubleday, Page & Co. 

Herbert Spencer has completed a revised 
and final edition of his “ First Principles.”

Dr. Thomas H. Featherstonhaugh, of 
Washington. D. C., is preparing a book on 
John Brown’s Harper’s Ferry raid. The au¬ 
thor has given years of study to this subject. 
He has already issued two interesting pam¬ 
phlets of bibliography, and is the possessor of 
a remarkable collection of portraits and 
scenes. 

According to the New York Times Satur¬ 
day Review “ there is a quiet report in circu¬ 
lation that John Swinton, the well-known 
journalist and critic, is filling the leisure of 
his old but ever young years with the pre¬ 
paration of a series of papers involving some 
of his abundant memories of persons and 
events.” 

Dr. William Barry, the English Catholic 
priest, whose latest novel, “Arden Massiter ” 
is having a wide reading, is said to have 
turned his attention to historical writing, 
and to have arranged to bring out a book 
entitled “ The Papal Monarchy from Greg¬ 
ory the Great to Boniface vil," describing 
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the rise and fall of the Papacy as a world 
power. Dr. Barry will deal only with facts 
and not with speculations. 

Tolstoi’s latest piece of work, according 
to the London Chronicle, “ is an article of 
some ten thousand words on ‘ Patriotism 
and Government.’ It will shortly be pub¬ 
lished in English by the Free Age Press, of 
Malden, Essex, the agency which deals in 
England with all the new writings of Tol¬ 
stoi’. We are also to have other booklets 
by him. selected from recent articles, let¬ 
ters, and unpublished material in the care 
of his English representative, Mr. Tchert- 
koff. Tolstoi is now giving the finishing 
touches to his volume, * The New Slavery,’ 
which is an examination of the position of 
the workers.”

William Heinemann, London, is prepar¬ 
ing to bring out a complete English edition 
of the works of Matilde Serao, uniform with 
his edition of Gabriele d’Annunzio. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. have in preparation 
the “ Memoirs of Countess Potocka.” well 
known for her reminiscences of Napoleon and 
other famous historical characters. The 
memoirs have been edited by Casimir Stry- 
ienski and translated by Lionel Strachey. 
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H. Hunter Robinson, formerly represen¬ 
tative of John Lane in this country, has un¬ 
dertaken the management of Land and 
Water, in London, which has been thorough¬ 
ly reorganized. The contributors include 
all the best-known sporting writers of the 
day. 

Helman-Taylor Co., Cleveland, O., have 
ready to-day “ An Historical Account of the 
Settlement of the Scotch Highlanders in 
America, prior to the peace of 1783,” by J. P. 
MacLean, with notices of Highland regi¬ 
ments and biographical sketches.

several years at the Whistler Academy in 
Paris, and at other celebrated studios in 
France and Italy. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. have ready for publi¬ 
cation “The CaniDaign of 1815 — Ligny, 


Quatre-Bras, Waterloo.” by William O’Con¬ 
nor Morris, whose object is to combine a 
terse, complete narrative of the campaign of 
1815 with a careful running commentary on 
the military operations of the campaign, 
thus aiming to satisfy both the student of 
history and the student of the science of war. 
They have also just ready “Mrs. Delaney 
(Mary Granville), a memoir, 1700-1783,” an 
abridged version, compiled by George Pas- 
ton of “ Mrs. Delaney’s Autobiography and 
Correspondence,” edited by the late Lady 
Llanover, published some years ago. They 
are bringing out in connection with J. M. 
Dent & Co. a series of classics in literature, 
of which the first announced is “ The Medi¬ 
tations of Marcus Aurelius,” containing sev¬ 
eral authentic letters recently discovered in 
the Vatican at Rome, and never before pub¬ 
lished.

They 
also have nearly ready “The Powers That 
Pray,” by Josiah Flynt Willard and Francis 
Walton, the result of ten years’ wanderings 
in which the author of “ Tramping With 
Tramps” has made himself thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted with the thoughts and feelings of 
the “ under half ” of the world. They will 
publish in September a book of animal draw¬ 
ings by the clever artist Conde, to be entitled 
“The Jumping Kangaroo and The Apple 
Butter Cat.” They have also in preparation 
a work on “The School and Society,” by 
Professor John Dewey, of the University of 
Chicago.
